“ Mercies towards us, particularly for making this Day 
* again memorable, by a frefh Inftance of thy faving 
© Kindnefs towards us. We blefs thee for giving 
« his late Majefty a fafe Arrival here, and for making 
* all Oppofition fall before bim, ‘till he became our King 
‘and Governor. Pray, Matter, give me your Re- 
marks on this Prayer, and on the prctent Con- 
du& of the Faction, in Oppofition to it. 

Obf. ’Tis a plain Proof of their abominab'e Hy- 
pocrify and Treachery to God and Man, Roger ; 
for if, according to their- Doctrine, God has for- 
bid Refiftance to Princes, or thofe commiffiond by
